DECLARATION OF MEGAN STREIFEL 
I, Megan Streifel, hereby declare as follows: 

1 . I am the Human Resources Manager at AltoVVeb, Inc., assignee for 
the above-identified application. 

2. The invention described in the above-identified patent application 
was invented by Ali Kutay, Cihan Akin, Erhan Akin, Hakan Akin, 
Eliahu Albek, John Gilbert, and Paul Stremei. 

3. The above-identified patent application was filed with the U.S. 
Patent Office on February 22, 2002. 

4. A number of attempts have been made to present a copy of the 
formal application papers to John Gilbert, Cihan Akin, Erhan Akin, 
and Hakan Akin for signature, specifically: 
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(1) I sent formal application papers to Erhan Akin to gather 
signatures on May 28, 2002 and May 29, 2002.
